<SHOW OF STRENGTH

> KNUCKLE WALK 
Chimpanzees spend much 
of their time on the 
ground. The skin of their 
middle fingers is extra 
thick which allows them to 
walk on all fours, taking 
their weight on their 
padded knuckles. They 
stand upright if they need 
to keep lookout and when 
they are displaying or 
charging. 



Chimpanzees, oran^-urans and 
gorillas are known as great apes and 
all belong to the same family of 
large-brained, long-armed primates 
called the Pongidae. They are the 
heavyweights of the world's primates 
and man's closest relatives. Gorillas 
and chimpanzees both live in Africa. 
Orang-utans are only found in the 
rainforests of Borneo and 
Sumatra. 



Chimpanzees are smaller than 
gorillas. Their coat is mainly black 
— it turns grey with age and old 
females often go bald. The hands 
and feet are long and narrow and 
their arms are so long that they 
reach below the knee when the 
chimp stands up. Chimps have short 
necks, thick eyebrow ridges, small 
nostrils and large lips. Their big ears 
stand out at the side of the face.

TOOLS AND WEAPONS 

Chimpanzees are Africa’s champion tool 
users. Not only do they make and use 
tools to get food, they also use sticks and 
rocks as weapons. They hurl them at 
intruders, or predators such as leopards, 
to force them to turn back. 

Scientists who have studied chimps in 
the wild have watched individuals 
breaking off a small twig and knocking 
off any rough bits. Then the chimp takes 
this smooth stick to an ants' or a 
termites' nest and pokes it in through 
the entrance hole. Angry insects crawl 
all over the stick to investigate this 
intruder. As soon as the stick is covered 
with insects, the chimp pulls it out and 
quickly eats them, before they fall off. 

When chimps are thirsty and can't 
find any water that they can reach with 
their mouths, they sometimes use 
crumpled up leaves as a kind of sponge. 
They dip a handful of leaves into a small 
pool of water chat has formed in the 
crevice of a branch and then suck the 
water off their leaf sponge. Scientists 
have also seen chimps using leaves to 
clean sores on their bodies. 



A NUT CRACKER 
A nut with a tough shell is 
not a problem for this adult 
chimp. It will find itself a 
sharp stone or heavy branch 
and hit the shell until it 
cracks open. 



FISHING ROD 

Adult chimpanzees use smooth twigs 
or grass stems to 'fish' in termites' 
and ants' nests. They take off any 
rough bits or side branches so the rod 
won't get snagged in the entrance 
hole. When the rod is covered with 
insects, the chimp takes it out and 
quickly pulls it through its mouth.

Chimps can get pretty 
excited. I can tell you. 
You should hear them 
hooting at the tops of 
their voices or bashing 
about in the trees. The 
only time that the other 
forest animals get a bit 
of peace is when the 
chimps decide to groom 
each other. That seems 
to calm them down and 
once they get into the 
grooming mood they 
can keep it up for ages.

LIVING TOGETHER 

Chimps live together in troops in 
forests or in savannah woodlands. Large 
troops tend to break up into smaller 
groups and some chimps spend a lot of 
their time on their own. They spend 
the night in the safety of the trees in 
nests which they have made by 
bending over several branches. They 
get up at dawn and go in search of 
fruit, leaves, buds, blossoms and small 
insects. Sometimes they hunt and kill 
monkeys, pigs and small antelopes. 
After feeding for several hours, they 
rest in their nests, keeping a lookout 
for strangers and grooming each other. 
They usually feed again in the late 
afternoon. 

When chimps belonging to the 
same troop become separated from each 
other, they keep in touch by hooting 
and howling and by drumming on tree 
trunks with the palms of their hands. 
Rival groups also call out aggressively 
to each other. They can cell how big 
each group is from the calls.

Stick insects are easy to keep and make 
great pets. Keep a feu; study them and 
learn a lesson in camouflage. 




The container should be tall enough 
to allow your insects to hang down from 
a branch - 30cm is about right. It 
should have a well-ventilated lid. 

Line the bottom with paper 
towels - you can remove 
these easily 
when they 
become dirty. 



_ "Fill a jar three-quarters 
full with clean sand. Damp 
the sand with water. It 
should be very wet but 
with no water on the 
surface otherwise your 
insects might fall in and 
drown. Put the Jar in one 
corner of the container. 






^yCut a piece of fresh bramble, 
privet, oak or rhododendron small 
enough to fit into the container. 

Split the end of the stem. (This 
helps the branch stay alive longer.) 
Push the stem into the sand. The 
sand weighs the Jar down and holds 
the branch steady so your insects 
can climb and feed on it.
